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A Former Wise County Citizen Passes 
Away While Case in Court is 
Pending -Sad Affair 
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E. H. Boone, of Memphis, until 
recently a prominent citizen of this 
county, died very suddenly Tuesday 
morning in the sheriff’s office. 
It is 
the opinion of those present at the 
time that Mr. Boone died from a 
dose of peiso 1, strychnine, taken 
with the intention of destroying him­ 
self, rather than face the charges 
then pending against him in the dis­ 
trict court. 
Mr. Boone bad been in the city, 
awaiting the trial of the case in 
which he was charged with passing 
forged papers. The case was set for 
Tuesday morning, but when it was 
called the defendent failed to appear. 
Passing the case Judge Patterson in­ 
structed the sheriff to produce Mr. 
Boone in court, and while the officers 
were looking for him a telephone 
message came to Mr. Boone’s attor­ 
neys, stating that the man was in Ft. 
Worth looking up some witnesses he 
wanted to appear in his trial, and 
that he would return immediately to 
Decatur. 
Officers d ia s. Workman 
and C. C. Lewis met the 11:18 train 
from Fort Worth and Mr. Boone 
was aboard. 
Alighting from the 
train he was approached by Marshal 
Lewis and told that the deputy sher­ 
iff had a warrant for him. 
When the 
deputy came up Mr. Boone readily 
consented to come to the courthouse.. 
As they were leaving the station Mr. 
Boone complained of being sick, and 
the officers 
suggested that he sit 
down and probably he would better 
in a short time. 
Mr. Boone replied 
that he would be all right after a 
while and walked along with the of- 
firers. He talked very little as he 
came up the street, but when crossing 
the street just before he reached the 
courthouse walk he staggered and a 
slight convulsion 
made his body 
tremble.

This sad affair was 
the first intelligence either of the gen 
Hemen knew that his brother was in 
any trouble, and they were sorely 
grieved over the deplorable ending of 
one whom they stood ready and wil­ 
ling to assist in combating his adver­ 
sities if the fact had been told them. 
Thus passes a man who, in the de­ 
clining years of life, was overtaken 
by an unkind fate and a combination 
of had luck and unfortunate circum­ 
stances.

Senor de la Barra was born in June, 
180u, aud after graduating at the col­ 
lege of the City of Mexico studied in­ 
ternational law. 
Later he entered the 
foreign affairs office and soon became 
an expert in negotiating foreign trea­ 
ties. 
Before his assignment to Wash­ 
ington in 1909 he represented Mexico 
both in Belgium and the Netherlands. 
His term at Washington was cut short 
by the revolution in Mexico, when 
rtesident Diaz called him home to 
take the difficult ministry of foreign 
affairs.
